The scene of the accident was at a 


doable turn in the road described as 
an "S" curve. The driver made the

ed.Wadsworth Mattingly, Louis Mat- 
tingly and H. H. Prior, who lire 
nearby were attracted by the crash 
of the wreck and the cries of those 
who we're uninjured. 


With ihe assistance of those who 


escaped injury, the bier car was up- 
lifted and Green and Mauglin were 
released from their perilous posi- 
tions. 


Mauglin was caught 
under the 


steering wheel. 
The rod of the 


steering apparatus was broken and 
Mauglin's body w.as forced Into the 
soft earth. He suffered much pain 
through the abdomen but was able 
to walk. 


Green was. the more seriously in- 


jured of the two. He was pinned 
under the back of the rear seat and 
suffered much pain about the chest. 
His legs were also badly bruised. It 
was, fifteen minutes after the acci- 
dent before Green was rescued. 


After the men were removed 


from beneath the car, they were 
carried to the home of Wadsworth 
Maitingly where they were cared 
for until the arrival of the ambu- 
lance and surgeons. Green was given 
'•first aid" attention and placed on 
the cot in the ambulance. Mauglin 
refused to ride in the vehicle declar- 
ing that he was not hurt badly. He 
was brought to Newark by B. B. 
Jones in his automobile.

Murnan garage from the Mattingly 
home, telling of the accident and or- 
dering another car to meet them ia 
Xewark.

OULTRY owners will make mon- 


ey during the tvinter if they ob- 
serve a few plain rules of nian- 


aeeuit'iit. Indifferent methods of work 
result hi failure. Fowls must be kept 
healthy, feed bills must not be allowed 
to equal the income, and there should 
be a constant weeding out of old and 
poor stock. Every summer and fall it 
is necessary to select the most vigorous 
and promising pulleU for winter egg 
production, and these fowl* need to' be 
fed and managed with that end in 
view. 


At this time of the year all cockerels 


and old hens that are not intended for 
breeding purposes should be fattened 
aud marketed.

staples for fattening as well as for 
egg production. Do not feed -whole 
oats at any time. After the fowls that 
are to be marketed are placed in the 
fattening pens it is essential to feed

Regular Feeders of Ste*rs Approve of 


Starting Cattle In This Way. 


The practice of asiag new cora for 


startiag cattle Ia the fall finds favor 
aaioag regular feeders of steers. But 
the change from the old. dry^ highl> 
nutritious feed, to which the steer has 
-been accustomed, to an entirely differ 
eat ration—a feed high in moisture 
content, low Ia fat and carbohydrates 
and specially palatable—calls for keen 
feeding ability, good Judgment and 
skill on the part of the feeder. The 
individual steer mast be.dealt with 
and the buach as a whole mast be 
given close atteation, as individual 
feeding pays best. 


The steer that has been used to a 


heattas food for some time naturally 
craves a change- to something cooling 
aad succulent. However, at this stage 
it is not always what a steer likes 
that causes him to fatten most satis 
factorily. Good feeders aad herdsmen 
are oftea quoted as saying that steers 
aad other animals should be fed wha 


iy relish the most, but in changing 


Hie food ration from old to new corn 
many cases would prove very uasuc 
cessful. 
Succuleat feeds are seldom 


eatea in sufficiently large amounts to 


j make rapid growth possible. 


Situations often arise when the olt 


corn supply has run low. the cattle 
market is on the slump, and the pros 
pects of obtaining a fair price on the 
market are poor. Such circnmstanees 
would possibly put a different face on 
the food problem, and the feede 
might find it to bis advantage to ac- 
cept a little shrinkage and less finish 
In his stock in prefereace to selling 
it for the current prices. These con 
ditions w!J! always come as a re 
snit of changing to new corn, bn 
heavy shrinkage may be obviated by 
close atteatioa to details. — Country 
Gentleman.

cress. The water supply of these 
beds,'" he says, "has from time 
to time been bacteriologitally 
examined with a view to lascer- 
taining the presence or other- 
wise of abnormal quantities of* 
the bacillus c-oh. It is possible 
that some cases of typhoid fe^ er

We are bound to 
admire their zeal for the Truth, which 
led them often through severe persecu- 
tions and through martyrdom towards 
the Light.

a limitation. The mission of the Chris- 
tian Is not social uplift That is not 
the work to which the Lord Jesus and 
His followers dedicated their lives—at 
least not tbe kind of social uplift gen- 
erally understood. 


A Social-Uplift That Will Succeed. 
The whole work of God In connec-

Tbe print 
works sells to the Jobber at 10 1-3 cents, al- 
though it finishes the goods at a cost of 1.37 
cents. The jobber adds 20 per cent, laving 
down the curtain scrim to the 
department 


store at 12% cents. The retailer charges the 
American housewife 19 to 29 cents. More than 
likely he advertises Jt as 'IMPORTED" and 
sells It for the top price, because the tariff 
is so high that the genuine 
Imported goods 


cannot be sold for less. It costs just as much 
in England to make this curtain material, yet 
the English retailer sells it for 15.22 cents 
(7V, pence) a yard, against 19 to 29 cents 
under the American tariff!
